wounded and Ed Sudduth, the negro 
who killed Beavers and wounded the 
other two ire# also shot but not kill­ 
ed. 
Atter he had been shot he was 
strung up to the water tank at the 
railroad station but the rope was cut 
before he was dead. Then cooler ad­ 
vice prevailed and under promise that 
Sudduth would he 
legally hanged 
<• ithin thirty days, the mob agreed to 
let the negro live if he does not die 
of his wounds. 
Negro is killed. 
At 7 o’clock Sunday night Sudduth 
the negro who shot three white men 
was turned over to Deputy Sheriff 
Plowers.
